SECTION 1. That the petition filed herein, copy of 

which is attached and made a part hereof, for vacating: 

Dodge Avenue between Inwood Drive 
and U.S. #30. 

and which would amend the Thoroughfare Plan of the City Com¬ 
prehensive ("Master") Plan is hereby authorized and approved. 

SECTION 2. That by reason of this authorization, said 
petitioner(s) may now proceed with said vacation before the 
Fort Wayne Board of Public Works, under I.C. 18-1-6-15, Fifth, 
for an administrative order of vacation and an assessment of 
benefits and damages to affected property owners, or before 
the Allen Circuit or Superior Courts under I.C. 18-5-10-44, 
for a judicial decree of vacation and an assessment of bene¬ 
fits and damages to affected property owners.

Come now petitioners, Jesse H. Geller and Dorothy L. Geller, 
Husband and Wife; John W. Truemper, Jr.; Leo H.Kreischer and 
Helen A. Kreischer, Husband and Wife; Lydia H. Douglas; and 
Robert L.. Swan, Jr. and Cynthia L. Swan, Husband and Wife, in 
person and by their counsel, and respectively shows the 
Commission the following: 

1. That Dodge Avenue as originally platted within Inwood 
Park Addition and later platted as- the northern boundary of 
"Plat of replat of lot numbered four (4) in Inwood Park, an 
addition to the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana", was to run in an 
easterly and westerly direction between Inwood Drive and Bueter 
Avenue; that since the Inwood Park addition has been recorded on 
April 16, 1923, Bueter Avenue has been widened and is now known 
as U.S. Highway Number 30; that since the platting of Inwood Park 
Addition, lot four of Inwood Park Addition has been replatted 






and subdivided into seven lots as of July 20, 1959; that lots 
9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16 of Inwood Park Addition have 
been replatted as part of Glenwood Park Addition, an addition to 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

2. That Dodge Avenue between Inwood Drive and U.S. Highway 
Number 30 (a/k/a Bueter Avenue)' has not been used as a public 
roadway for at least 57 years, and since the replatting of lot 
number 4 in Inwood Park, Dodge Avenue has never been used as a 
public roadway and is now covered with lawn, parts have been 
fenced in, there are large trees growing within the right-of-way, 
and telephone poles containing power cables and telephone wires 
have been placed down the middle of said right-of-way of Dodge 
Avenue for its entire distance of 404.6 feet between U.S. Highway 
Number 30 and Inwood Drive. 

3. That a plat of Inwood Park Addition is attached hereto, 
made a part hereof, and marked "Exhibit A"; that a plat of 
replat of lot number 4 in Inwood Park, an addition to the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, is attached hereto, made a part hereof, 
and marked "Exhibit B". 

4. That the owners of the land along the south boundary of 
Dodge Avenue between Inwood Drive and U.S. Highway Number 30 are 
as follows: Jesse H. Seller and Dorothy L. Geller, Husband and 
Wife, are owners of lot number seven (7) .Replat of lot number 

ji four (4) in Inwood Park, an addition to the City of Fort Wayne, 
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according to the plat of said addition recorded in Book 10 at 
page 28 of the plat records of said Allen County, Indiana. John 
W. Truemper, Jr. is the owner of lots numbered two'(2) and three- 
(3) of Inwood Park Addition, an addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne, according to the plat of said addition recorded in Plat 
Book 10 at page 28 of the plat records of said Allen County, 
Indiana. 

5. That the owners of all real estate that adjoin Dodge 
Avenue on the north between Inwood Drive and U.S. Highway Number 
30 are as follows: (a) Lot number one (1), Glenwood Park, is 

owned by Leo H. Kreischer and Helen A. Kreischer, Husband and 
Wife. (b) Lot number three (3), Glenwood Park, is owned by 
Lydia H. Douglas. (c) Lot number four (4) is owned by Robert L. 
Swan, Jr. and Cynthia L. Swan, Husband and Wife. 

’ 6. That by reason of the ownership aforesaid, said owners 
of - said real [estate own to the middle..of Dodge Avenue and, if 
said portion of Dodge Avenue is vacated, would become owners of 
an additional 25 feet of land abutting their present owned 
real estate. 

7. That said Dodge Avenue for over 20 years has never been 
used as a public thoroughfare, that it is impossible to drive 
down that portion of Dodge Avenue for the reason that there are 
bushes, trees, and fences completely blocking the roadway and 
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there are also public utility poles placed in the middle of the 
50 foot right-of-way for its entire length of 404.6 feet. That 
in addition, U.S. Highway Number 30 is a limited access federal 
highway and a fence further blocks access of Dodge Avenue to 
said highway, and therefore Dodge Avenue would be a dead end 
street with access only to Inwood Drive with nothing but back 
yards or side yards adjoining said public thoroughfare. 

WHEREFORE, petitioners pray that the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission make a finding, and resolve an order that that portion 
of the street known as Dodge Avenue and located between the 
center line of Inwood Drive and the eastern line of U.S. Highway 
Number 30 be vacated, and for all further just and proper acts 
and conduct be performed in order that said portion of Dodge 
Avenue be vacated.
